The first of the young and vigor- 
Otis municipal quartet was Thomas 
in Custer County. This town was 
promoted by the Oklahoma Rail- 
way Townsite Co., which is com- 
posed of 2 number of the leading |; 
citizens of Trenton, Mo. They pur- 
chased 580 acres of land and offered 
2000 lots for sale at the low price of 
$20 per lot. The company retained 
every other lot. The purchasers of 
$20 lots drew for location, and it was 
a novel lottery. Two nail kegs, one 
containing the lot number, the other 
the names of purchasers, were placed 
on pivots, and as the kegs were 
whirled around the numbers were 
drawn. One man cleared $1000 be- 
fore the close of the day by buying 
and selling lots. The Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank of Thomas paid 


$1250 for a corner lot. The next

system, a big city hall, with other 
accessories and accompaniments of 
civilization. A city government will 
soon be at work there.

wate and control the prices of dressed beef 
and fresh pork slaughtered, manufactured, 


repared and offered for sale or to be sold 
y said companies to the retail butchers 
and others at St. Joseph, Mo., and that 
said corporations, together with Nelson- 
Morris Co., agreed among themselves and 
with each other to maintain and control the 
prices of such dressed beef and fresh pork 
and that, in pursuance to said agreement 
to ix, maintain and regulate the prices tor 
which dressed beef and fresh pork should 
be sold, the said companies between Aug. 
21, „ and May 3%, 1902, have sold to the 
butchers of St. Joseph, Mo., said dressed 
beef and fresh pork at the prices so fixed, 
regulated and maintained, except where 
ir agente gave rebates in money or 
in pounds of meat to their customers, and 
that the managers and soijicitors uf said 
dressed beef companies would advise their 
customers, the butchers, that they had bet- 
er purchase fore 
times as the price thereof wovld be 
on a Certain day. and that the price 
for 22 dressed beef and fresh pork Would 
be vanced on ald day. 


REBATES WERE GIVEN. 

At was proven in many instances that 
the cooler managers and agents of the 
several dressed beef companies to secure 
trade . induce purchases would agree to 
giv tes in money or in pounds of meat 
and, in the latter Instance, the bills for 
such meat would be made out to the butch- 
ers at the fixed price, and that, subsequent- 
lv, at the settlement, the rebates were 
shown to have been given as agreed and 
the purchaser requested to maintain se- 
crecy in regard to the sale. In one or 
two instances where it was discovered that 
rebates had been given by one of the com- 
panies, the solicitors and agents of said 
company were proven to have stated in 
conversation with a customer that it would 
cause the. said company which he repre- 
sented to be fined.

The farm is indeed the prettiest, 
best located and equipped one ever 
seen.

ALONG CONSERVATIVE LINES 


It takes money to make money. 
To make thousands in a single deal 
you must have thousands to go on. 
The little investor has no chance 
with the big investor. This is true 
of any business. 

The millions that have been 
made by the steel trust or the oil 
trust are due to the principle of 
combination.

THE PARKER PARDON CONSPIRACY. 


The Post-Dispatch publishés today all the facts obtainable con- 
cerning the charge of, J. A. McQuttty, editor of the Rochport 
Democrat, that Parker, the embezzling ex-treasurer of Vernon 
County, paid $1000 to secure his release from the state peniten- 
tiary through a sick pardon. 

The Post-Dispatch gives the statements of all persons concerned 
in the case. McQuitty makes affidavit that the money was paid 
and that he was told by Carstarphen. who handled it, that it 
was divided between ex-Gov. Stone, Hoss. and himself. Dr. Todd. 
former representative of Vernon County, who actual'y secured 
the pardon, says that no money was necessary and that no one 
offered him any money and if any money was taken, it was a 
case of dleeding.“ Gov. Dockery says he issued the pardon 
on the sick certificate from the penitentiary physician and on 
Todd s representation. 

It is a remarkable case and indicates the possibility of a 
pardon brokerage business being conducted in the penitentiary 
It is the duty of the state legislature to investigate this case, 
to the end that all the facts may be obtained under oath, and 
the lame placed where it belongs. If convicts in the peniten- 
tiary are paying out money for pardons, the people should know 
exactly how tie pardons are secured and who gets the money.

Adored, I say,“ repeated Giron, with 
emphasis. She was charitable and treatea 
everyone, high and low, like a human be- 
ing, not as though they were created to 
stand in awe of her.” 

The existence led at the Hotel d’Angle- 
berre by Giron and the crown princess is 
simple and regular. 


THEY LIVE SIMPLY. 

The crown princess rises every morning 
at 6:20 o'clock, while it is still dark, and 
reads and answers letters, assisted by 
Giron. About 8, having had chocolate, she 
goes with Giron for a walk of half an 
hour, usually along the lakeside away from 
the town. She returns and at 10 is accom- 
panied to the hair-dresser’s by Giron, who 
leaves her usually and returns in half an 
hour. 

They then take a walk through the 
streets, occasionally going on tram cars 
to the suburbs, very rarely hiring a cab. 

At 1 o'clock they lunch, the meal being 
selected from the table d'hote, end consists 
of dish of meat, one vegetable and desscrt 
followed by coffee. One bottle of light 
wine, with mineral water, suffices for the 
day. Then comes a walk of-an ‘hour in 
the afternoon, with usually a visit to Law- 
yer Lachenal. .They return to the hotel, 
dine at 7 and retire at 10:30.

SHADOWED BY COURT SPY. 

They are watched with cat-like stealth 
every time they leave the hotel ‘Sy 
Schwartz, a detective from the Dresden 
royal palace, who lives on the same floor. 

He has been warned by the Swiss au- 
thorities that if he gives ground for com- 
plaint he will be put across the frontier. 
So he is careful to do his work as unosten- 
tatiously as pvesible. 

He sits in his room all dey with a door 
aja: commanding theirs. He telegraphs to 
Dresden each evening of their movements. 
It is said that he has a warrant for their 
arrest to be served immediately they leave 
the canton of Geneva, tut: Lawyer Lache- 
nal informs the correspondent that no war- 
rant could be obtained in any cunton until 
the parties cffected were sworn to be with- 
in its confines. He holds that Giron and the 
crown princess are safe only in this can- 
ton, and would be Hable to arrest in any 
other in the confederation.

“whe matter is withdrawn from the juris- 
diction of the ordinary courts in Saxony 
and the tribunal before which the offender 
is tried is a family council convoked by the 
King. 

“That is a grave matter for the crown 
princess, as it places her absolutely at the 
mercy of the King and the royal family, 
who naturally are deeply incensed against 
her. 

The marriage will be dissolved, but on 
conditions the least favorable to her. 

“Giron, I fear, in his desire to place the 


facts before the public—a desiré honorable 


and natural—in defense of the crown 
princess, has been indiscreet. He has talked 
too freely. Everything. he says can only 
further outrage the feelings of the crown 
princess“ relatives. Complete silence is 
the only thing that could have ameliorated 
the gravely difficult problem. I have told 
him 80. 

‘Doubtless, as the result of statements 
attributed to him, reflecting on the crown 
prince, he has receiyed threatening letters. 
The anonymous threats I disreagard, but 
some signed with the names of officers of 
the Saxon army cannot be disregarded.“ 


SAXON OFFICER’S THREAT. 

On further inquiry, the correspondent 
learned that these letters are of so specific 
a character that Giron has obtained the 
authorization of the Geneva authorities to 
carry a revolver to defend himself. 

One letter comes from a lieutenant, an 
aristocrat related to the Saxon royal fam- 
ity. who charged Giron with dishonoring 
and defaming the crown prince, his superior 
officer. Knowing that the crown prince 
could not take satisfaction, the lleutenant 
anid he would seite an early opportunity 
to be revenged, even at the cost of his 
life. 

Whether this means that the lleutenant 
will shoot him at sight or insult him and 
provoke a duel, Giron cannot determine. 
He is prepared for either event. 

The crown princess is.expecting a visit 
from the stork at the end of April or the 
beginning of May. 

The fate of this child is one of her great- 
est concerns. The freedom with which she 
spoke of the subject to the correspondent 
of a Vienna paper today is another {fllus- 
tration of her extraordinary lack of the 
ordinary sense of feminine delicacy. 

Giron says that letters intercepted by the 
mistress of the wardrobe of Dresden leave 
no doubt as to the paternity of the ex- 
pected infant, yet the crown prince intends 
apparently to claim it. That would break 
the crown princess’ heart. 


SPEAKS OF UNBORN CHILD. 

The thought that he would have to grow 
up among my other children,“ she said, 
‘at the court of Dresden was insupportable. 
Everyone there knows the truth. Poor 
little thing, it is doomed to suffer for me. 
Surely that must not be.“ 

She also said: 

I have no feeling of regret or repentance 
for what I have done. I acted after ma- 
turely considering everything, and I am 
convinced that I have done right. If the 
world knew all I have suffered, then it 
might judge me fairly.”’

Several days prior thereto George B.

He seemed to know all 
about the effort I was making for Park- 
er’s pardon, and I very readily told him 
just what had been done. He seemed 
interested, and stated that he would 
be glad to co-operate with me.

Another emplove hand- 
led the ſncoming mail, and, in order 
to avoid any complaint, I consented 
to have Parker's letters inclosed in 
envelopes addressed to me. 

On the night of the day that Stone 
and Hoss called I met Gov. Stephens 
and mentioned to him what had trans- 
pired. The governor very promptly 
said that he would not perdon Par- 
ker. As an excuse to justify his lib- 
eration, Parker had said to me that 
he was sick. After Gov. Stephens’ 
declination to entertain any proposi- 
tion looking towards Parker's freedom, 
the matter rested until Gov. Deckery 
went into office. 

Meanwhile, however, Parkæœ was in 
constant communication with his wife 
and others. In the penitentia he 
had made the acquaintance of es 
Eagan, a United States government 
prisoner, who had received five years 
for manipulating government bonds. 
Eagan operated extensively in the In- 
dian Territory, and was suppoeed to 
have reaped a golden harvest from his 
fraudulent schemes. He and Parker 
roomed together, Eagan being con- 
nected with the surgical department. 

Parker, finding it impossible to raise 
the necessary $1000, induced Eagan to 
lend him $400. During this time Par- 
ker received letters signed Stone & 
Hoss, telling him, in effect, of the 
favorable progress of the negotiations 
to obtain his release. These letters 
were originally sent by Mr. Hoss to 
George B. Carstarphen, a clerk in the 


_ Office of the secretary of state, and by 


him forwarded to me. I opened all of 
these communications and always ex- 
amined their contents. As Parker re- 
ceived this money in various sums 
from his wife and friends, he gave it 
to me and I in turn handed it to Car- 
starphen in his, office at the capitol. 
Sometimes the money came to Par- 
ker in the form of drafts, and when it 
was not convenient to have them 
cashed I gave them to Carstarphen. It 
was understood that Gov. Dockery 
would not grant a pardon unless it 
were shown that Parker was really 
sick and that further imprisonment 
would greatly endanger or shorten 
life. 
Being continually in the drug depart- 
ment Parker acquired an intimate 
knowledge of chemicals. ‘When he en- 
tered the penitentiary he was consid- 
ered a perfectly well man, and sud- 


denly he collapsed physically and a 


medical examination was ordered. 
Dr. Todd. who then represented Ver-

There are about 1200 initials Ma 2400 
head and tall pieces, and no two through- 
out the entire 10 sets of 500 volumes are 
alike. To complete the designing and il- 
luminating for the edition 30 artists were 
required, working under the direction of 
three of the most eminent illustrators in 
the world: Helen Sinclair Patterson, Ella 
Grace Brown and Henri Padeloup of Hol- 
land. 

The Siustrations are drawn by a number 
of famous artists, including William Glack- 
ens, Orson Lowell, A. B. Wenszell, Walter 
Russell, Albert de Ford Pitney, E. Boyd 
Smith, Arthur I. Keller, Sidney L. Smith, 
Frederick Dielman, John Sloan and Albert 
Sterner. 

Every picture of the $50,000 edition Is 
original, and each volume contains from 
four to eight full-page illustrations, 11 
drawn directly on the parchment. 

Of the full-page drawing throughout the 
set, about 400 are water-colors, while many 
of the marginals are pen and ink and water 
colors. 

There are also many character studies 
and hand-painted miniatures. Nvery initial 
letter and head and tail plece is ‘hand dec- 
orated and illuminated on the pages of 
parchment, and in many cases they are 
symbolical of some person or action de- 
scribed in the text. 

The translations were made by Mary 
Handford Ford and the introduction by 
Jules Claretie, a member of the Forty Im- 
mortals of the Ac demie Francais and lit- 
erary editor of the Figaro, who was a life- 
‘long friend of De Mock. 

It after reading of all this piétorial and 
literary prodigality you still hegitate to pay 
$150,000 for the Charlemagne edition, or even 
$50,000 for one of the Biblidmaniac edi- 
tions, there are yet further indkeements, 
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The $50,000 edition is printed throughout 
on genuine parchment, ¢very sheet of 
which is guaranteed to perfect. The 
edition will require 60,000 sheets at @ 
cents a sheet, and there is not a sufficient 
quantity at the present time in the world 
to complete tne work. The parchment is 
all imported from England, and the mar- 
kets there have been scoured for the re- 
quired quality. While the manufacturers 
are turning it out as rapidly as possible; 
but as the process is a-long and tedious 
one, the whole contract cannot be filled 
for two years, 

Every sheet of parchment used is subject- 
ed to the most minute examination, and if 
a defect, not greater than a thin place the 
sige of a pinhead is found, the sheet is re- 
jected. 

At first much difficulty was experienced 
in printing on parchment, as this material 
contains so much oll that the ink will not 
retain its color, but the years of experi- 
menting have overcome this obstacle and a 
process has been: worked out that makes 
the task feasible. The fact that not for 
several hundred years has a set of books 
been printed on genuine parchment has 
made the undertaking practically a new 
proposition, and it therefore, been 
necessary to educate each person connect- 
ed with the work in all the details so as to 
secure the best results. 

The books are printed on the old-fash- 
ioned han Franklin style, and the 
forms run Trom % to d a volume, four 
pages to the form, and — one side of 
each sheet of, parchment is printed, the 
other side being left blank. . 

Every volume has a headband directly 
on the book. The leathers are French 
Levant. Every skin is selected by an ex- 
pert, and y that portion of the skin 
which 18 ect is used. 

The bindings of the different editions are 
entirely distinct in finish and general make- 
up. 

The Bibliomaniac edition is bound in full 
double bindings, with many hundreds of in- 
lays, both on the exterior and Interior ot 
the volumes, and cach volume has a 
ble cover made in the style of the Ox 
Bible. The clasps are solid gold, 
special designs.

Why Do They Like Red 
and Dislike Blue?-- 
Other Ant Questions. 


HY do ants fight each other so sav- 
W agely? Why do they like red and 
dislike blue? 

How iong can ants remembcr? 

Does the father or mother have more in- 
fluence in the nest? 

These four questions, which no scicntist 
has been able to answer, have recently 
been made clear for the firat time by Miss 
Adele M. Fielde of New York City, whose 
previous discoveries in connection with ant 
life were published in The 1 Post- 
Dispatch Magazine of Apri! 

Miss Fielde achieved a; chat ORES rep- 
utation among scientists Several! years ago 
as the inventor of what is called the “Fielde 

nest” for ants. These ts are made of 
glass, glued together, with wulf of coarse 
toweling. They are small and easily lifted 
from place to place, about 50 of them being 
kept by Miss Fielde for her experiments. 

Tt is Mise Fielde’s custom to spend every 
summer at the Marine Biological Labora- 
tory, at Wood's Holl, near Cape Cod, Mass. 
There she has every opportunity which sci- 
ence can give to study her tiny pets and 
their interesting ways. 

The results of her observations are given 
every fall to the “Academy of Natural Sei- 
ences,”” of which Mies Fielde is 4 memder. 
The accounts of her discoveries, which she 
made last summer, have been obtained 
from the Academy.“ and are here given 
to the public for the first time. 

Mystery nurober one, which Mise Fielde 
succeeded in meking clear, is the question 
which has before this time puzzled all stu- 
dents of ant life, ramely, why do ants fight 
one another, even members of thelr owa 

les? 
Seles’ Sedie's answer to this problem is 
that the ants of every vest have a peculiar 
odor, by which they recognize eagh other, 
and that this odor changes as they grow 
older. 

Thus two ants from different colonies, 
or two ants from the same colony, and 
that are six months apart in the matter 
of ages, will treat each other as strangers 
and deadly enemies.

terms, while a perpetual civil war will be 
between two nests that are only a 
inches apart. 

Miss Fielde’s answer is the only one yet 


given to this problem. In every case, she 
maintains, it is because there is a differ- 


ence of a month or more in their ages.

The Trans-Siberian 
Railroad, built by the Russian government

and stretches 6000 miles from Moscow to 
the Pacific ocean. 

It is a mistake to” suppose that this 
Siberian rallroad is inferior in point of 
construction. to any first-class American 
road. Taking George Kennan as an au- 
thority, the Siberian Railway is superior 
in equipment and in the smoothness of 
its roadbed to any railway in existence, 
whether American or European. 

At present its system of express service 
is poorly organized, and the 50-mile an hour 
average speed attained on American rail- 
roads is not known, except for short dis- 
tances, 

But the important fact to remember. is 
that the railway tracks are already laid 
between Hamburg and Vladivostok, a 
continuous line of 7500 miles, and that 18 
now possible for American built locomo- 
tives. to cover the distance in six and a 
quarter days. 

From Seattle to Chicago is a distance of 
2300 miles, and might be traveled with a 
well. organized express system in two 
hours less than two days.

So the worm cans whiz—all except Gris- 
wold’s. Griswold takes his cans home 
with him—his cans, his fish, his lines and 
his poles, and he is the boss fisherman 
in the bunch, with a smile as big as any 
fish on his string. When he gets back to 
the worm farm he carefully pours into 
the boxes and tubs the worms he had 
left. Then he goes into the house and 
brings out some coffee grounds and some 
sour milk. The coffee grounds he sprin- 
kles over the worms. The sour milk he pours 
over the worms. These things are the 
worms’ supper They have had a hard 
day's work. All day they have been in 
the cans down on the river bank. Now 
they are to be fed and to have the liberty 
of the box. The worms eat the coffee and 
drink the milk. When they eat the coffee 
they raise their heads as though their in- 
visible mouths were under the head, like 
the mouth of a shark. And that is just 
where they are. 

Griswold says so. He knows. He has 
watched the worms feed for years. He 
can go out to the boxes and tubs any 
time and, bring hundreds of worms to the 
surface by simply casting coffee grounds 
on the dirt. The worms dearly love coffee. 
The old fellows especially delight in it. 
They all thrive om it. Funny thing that 
Gris wold should have discovered that the 
worms like coffee; but he discovered it. 
He also found out that they Uke sour 
milk and greasy dish water. He gives 
them some every day. 

Just now, if vou go to the worm farm, 
„vou will see no worms in the yard. They are 
all indoors. The worm is sensitive to cold, 
Griswold says so. He knows. He raises 
thousands of worms. So when winter 
comes he takes them into the house. He 
keeps the dirt damp, and gives the worms 
food. That is all they need. With this sim- 
ple care taking they thrive and wax fat 
and humerous, and when the drouth 
comes and no other fisherman around him 
can find worms, dug he never so deep, 
Griswold has thousands of them.

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The blue clay worm is a blue fellow 
with a dark head. He looks very much like 
the blackhead.

I suppose. he has phos- 
phorus in him, for if he is held in the dark 
when taken from the earth he glows, 

All my worms eat dirt. They are always 
full of dirt. But they like the other things 
I give them. 

Worms in captivity do not grow so large 
as wild worms. They seem to shrink con- 
siderably after maturity. I believe they 
live many years, I know some of mine in- 
timately. They are my pets. Some of them 
have been with me ever since I ‘began 
raising worms, and that was three years 
ago. , 

I have never heard of another worm farm- 
er. I know persons who have tried it, but 
they have never stuck to it, .

HE Hamillton-Brown Shoe Co., employs 
T nearly 2500 persons. In this factory 

our employes number 1660. The fac- 
tory at Ninth and Marion streets carries 
nearly 1000 hands. At 246 Randolph street 
there are 600 more persons employed, and 
at Twelfth and Washington avenue, the 
employes number 80. With such an enor- 
mous force to handle, it is of the utmost 
importance that we enforce a rigid rule 
as to promptnets in working time. 

At 7 o'clock in the morning our doors 
are c’osed against late-comers. None are 
admitted to work untill afternoon, thereby 
causing the tardy ones to lose a half day's 
wage, no matter what the excuse might 
be for the delay. 

Sometimes, when a number say, from 15 
to 20 arrive in a bunch, claiming that 
they have been delayed by a street car 
accident or track obstruction, we sallow 
them to come in and go to work. In that 
ease they generally live in the same vi- 
cinity and were delayed by the same car. 
But we deduct the time thus lost from 
their pay pro rata. 

In the case of an employe earning 8 
a day, the loss is by no means mall, it 
the delay has been considerable. We are 
obliged to do this. for we lose our labor, 
and in a shoe factory there is more of a 
lores involved than appears on the surface. 

Idlencss of one machine causes idleness 
or delay right along a set of other ma- 
chines that receive piece work as it pro- 
gresses from one stage to another, if W 
hands out of 1650 are late fifteen minutes a 
day, we lose 30 minutes, or 5 working 
hours, 

If o employes, are late in every one of 
our factories, a multiplication by 3 win net 
a loss of 15 working hours in a day. If 
this should occur every day, or 6 times a 
week, the loss would be incalculable.

We have a time-clock and every one of 
our 215 «mployes must register upon arri- 
val in the morning, upon going out for 
dinner, coming in from dinner, and upon 
going home at night. 

By this way, it might be interesting to 
know that it takes just exactly 6 minutes 
for our 215 people to give in their time 
in the evening and leave the store. In 
view of this fact, it has always seemed 
strange to me that it takes so long to clear 
a burning building of its inmates. 

But, back to the subject matter. The 
motto of Mr. E. C. Sommons, the founder 
of the Simmons Hardware Co., is: 

“Procrastination is the thief of time, and 
the recruiting officer for perdition.“ I 
have been brought up in this estabiish- 
ment under the shadow of this motto, and 
I expect and get promptness from the em- 
ployes of this house. 

Excuses about being delayed by street 
cars don't go. I keep a record of every 
man’s time, and at the end of the year I 
can tell to the minute, just how much 
time he has lost. Some men are never 
late. 

Why. a number of those here have not 
deen late in years. These are always pre- 
ferred candidates for promotions, for in- 
crease in salary. An employe cannot he- 
come a habitual shirker in this establish-

vation upon arr'ving at 90 degrees. 

2. By the organization of an expedition, 
consisting of 10 small vessels similar to the 
Fram, and placing them systematically in 
the icepack, north of Bennett Island, 30 
miles apart, ast and west. and from 
thence to be carried northward with ice- 
drift, on the lines laid down by De Long, 
and proven practicable by Nansen. 

The first proposition could probably be 
accomplished successfully, if the weather 
conditions were favorable to holding to- 
gether the icepack north of Franz Joseph 
Land; but if the winds should continue for 
any length of-time from the northward, 
wide lanes would open everywhere, prog- 
ress would be slow, and communication 
with the base of supplies dangerously in- 
terfered with, or perhaps entirely cut off. 

The second proposition is the only one 
that seems to assure certain success. 


It is a long, tedious and expensive experi- 
ment to prove this by sending out one little 
Fram at a time, and perhaps no two times 
would the drift be exactly the same, al- 
though starting from the same point, for 
the movement of the ice is always affected 
by the wind continulng for any length of 
time from one quarter. 


Therefore, we say that any independent 
expedition which sets out for the pole has 
almost no chance whatever of reaching 
there. It is only by concerted, harmonious 
action between ten or a dozen vessels, es- 
pecially fonstructed for the purpose, that 
the swift and certain discovery of the pole 
is possible. 

Naturally, the first requirement for the 
organization of such an expedition is to 
seeure the necessary capital to build and 
equip these vessels. But this should not be 
difficult in this age of colossal fortunes, 
mostly in the hands of willing patrons of 
ecience and research. From time to time 
during the past two centuries {when im- 
mense fortunes were in the hands of only 
a few) individuals have come forward and 
volunteered the funds for the equipment 
and maintenance ef such expeditions, and 
that In a time when the most enthusiastic 
hardly dared regard the discovery of the 
pole as more than a remote possibility. 
Now that reaching the north terminal of 


the terrestial axis is a foregone conclusion, 
we believe the financial responsibility wili 
meet with cheerful and abundant response. 
We even feel inclined to offer the opinion 
that ten gentlemen will readily come for- 
ward with an offer each .to bear one-tenth 
of the entire expense, in consideration of 
each. having the privilege of. christening 
one of the ships with his own name; and 
we further venture that universal interest 
would center in so novel and exciting a 
race, if so indeed it might be termed. The 
expense to each would not exceed $150,000 to 
$175,000. In fact, the Fram expedition cost 
but $120,000, which included the wages of the 
men and the insurance premium on their 
lives. But along with this twentieth cen- 
tury expedition, more elaborate equipment 
would be brought into play, although every 
vessel would be an exact duplicate of all 
the others in construction, power and fin- 
ishings. None must enjoy any advantage 
over the others, and each patron should 
not only have the privilege of naming one 
ship, but its commander also, and would 
be entitled to place a representative on 
board to keep a record of the voyage for 
the owner's private information, and pos- 
sibly for his library shelves. 

No better general lines of preparation 
could be suggested than those followed by 
James Gordon Bennett in fitting out the 
Jeannette. The whole matter of construc- 
tion, equipment and personnel should be 
placed in the hand of a naval commission, 
of which the secretary of the navy should 
be the chairman. Every feature of the 
expedition would necessarily be submitted 
to this body for approval. Upon the com- 
mander of each vessel should be conferred 
special power for the government and dis- 
cipline of his ship; the same as those given 
De Long by the then secretary of the navy. 
A commodore should accompany the fleet, 
invested with power to shift his flag at 
will from one vessel to the other. There 
are quite a number of experienced men 
who would, we think, cheerfully offer to 
be drawn upon for va uable suggestions and 
advice respecting the ¢«quipment of the 
various departments into which such ex- 
peditions must be divided. Melville, Nam 
sen, Lord Kelvin and many others gould 
be mentioned among their number. 


NO 
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Now that we have theoretically disposed 
of the finance, equipment and personne), 
we are ready for the start. While all the 
foregoing has been in progress, another 
important function pertaining to the ex- 
pedition must have been accomplished. 
Whether the expedition sets out via Bering 
Strait or the Kara Sea, or both, two or 
more powerful ice breaking steamers wil! 
be required and coal depots must be estab- 
lished at a practicable point on either route 
to insure the unfailing accomplishment of 
the part these must play in the ultimate 
success of the undertaking. The coal ves- 
sels should be sent well north before the 
main expedition starts, but not so far as to 
become ice bound or inaccessable to the 
ice breakers. There they would await the 
“coming of the fleet.“ Small war vessels, 
gunboats or training ships could easily be 
made available for towing the Frams of 
our expedition so far north as consistent 
with safety. Here the expedition vessels 
would require assistance, because it is not 
practicable to employ great power in ves- 
sels of this class, for power means coal or 
ofl, and the space for this is limited. Of 
course the power must be a nominal fea- 
ture. 

Both the Russian and Canadian govern- 
ments own herculanean ice breaking steam- 
ers. The Russian ship is the more power- 
ful, being used to keep open the harbor of 
Viadivostock, while the Canadian carries 
the winter mal's in the Gui of St. Las- 
rence, often steaming through four feet of 
solid ice. But it is not our expectation that 
these ships will undertake solid ice naviga- 
tion in either the sea of Kara or Nordens- 
kjold. Their function / is to tow our fleet, 
assisted by their own power, and place 
them 30 miles apart as far north as steam 
po@er can penetrate, between the longi- 
tude of 140 and 155 east. The approximate 
position of these vessels would be along 
a Une drawn from Cape Chelyuskin on the 
Talmur peninsula to Cape Prince of Wales 
in Alaska, ‘and the 300 miles stretch they 
would occupy would be bounded on the 
west by a line drawn from Sauntkof Land 
to the pole and on the east by another 
drawn to the same point from Bennett 
land. To be more exact, these lines to the 
vole should be drawn from tee eastern

portion ot both the lands mentioned.

latitude before becoming thoroughly ice 
locked than these at the eastern outset, 
on account of being nearer the more open 
western edge of the polar ice pack. 

Now that our 10 little explorers are all 
fast in the ice for the next three or four 
years, the ice-breakers, having accom- 
homeward, and if necessary tow the

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ULLY $100,000 worth of dry goods are cut up into samples every year to meet 
the requirements of the wholesale and retail trade. 

Two hundred and fifty traveling men and. an army of clerks and stenogra- 
phers are employed in getting these samples under the eye of possible buyers. 
About 1 per cent of samples sent out to mail order patrons are returned and 
“ged over again. Thirty-three and a third per cent of samples used in the dry goods 
bing trade in the St. Louis territory are sold as styles and designs change, but 
other samples are required to take their place. 

Some of the manufacturers furnish samples of prints and of silks and of suitings. 

_ But the wholesalers must, themselves supply fully $300 worth of dry goods samples to 
each of the 250 salesmen sent out by the flve loading dry goods jobbers. And so they 
must have a constant investment of $75,000 tied up in samples.

Then they stay 
in their end of the cage. The man stands 
there an hour and a half. His work is to 
accustom the ons to having a man in 
thé cage with them. It is necessary to 
give them a year of this work before it Is 
safe to turn them out into the open arena 
for training. 


D'Ostra has a group of pedestals which 
his Mons must sit upon. He works pati 
ently, but sternly, with them. They are 
never permitted to have their way. In the 
smallest thing the trainer must have his 
way. If Wallace goes up on his pedestal 
and insists upon standing up instead of 
squatting down, the show stops there until 
the stubbornness of the lion has been 
overcome. Sometimes D’Ostra has accom- 
plished his point with patience. Generally 
he does it with his whip. Infrequently 
he fires the pistol point blank in the lion’s 
face. This fetches them. They have a hor- 
ror of fire. The bravest 2 is cowed by a 
little blank cartridge. A flashlight for a 
photograph simply horrifies them. 

Every day D'Ostra puts his lions through 
a couple of» hours of training... He even 
makes them run and jump over each other. 
A on can jump if he wants to. Big and 
heavy as he is, he can bound like a cat. 
D’Ostra considers it possible for a lion to

You would be sure that jaguars 
had been living on love ever since the show 
went into winter quarters in St. Louis. 
One Angle bone in their two years of life 
would be your guess on the food supply 
for the overgrown young lions. 

But appearances are very deceiving. The 
Ferari animals are sleek and fat. They are 
fed all they need every day. They get 
away with 500 pownds of raw beef seven 
times a week. 

To be fighting, roaring. crazy mad at 
the sight of flesh is the nature of the brute. 
They all do it.. Even the dignified old 
male lions, with their picturesque heads 


and golden manes, are so many loons when 
the meat barrow is wheeled in, 

The feeding is done with forks. The anti- 
mals are all in their cages, just as you 
see them in the show. They are kept 
there all winter, only going out when they 
are taken into the training arena. The 
great hunks of meat are carried up to the 
cages, and the animals fasten, their claws 
on them and drag them thro in a jiffy. 
When each one of them has a piece of 
meat they are comparatively quiet. There 
are growls and hoarse grumbles here and 
there, but there is no more hopping about 
and roaring. All the carnivorous animals 
eat alike, just as a cat and dog eat alike, 
with the food down under the paws and 
the creature flat down on its stomach.
